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AN INCORRIGIBLE YOUNG TRUST. 

The story of the Tobacco Trust’s expansion and. 
accumulation, as related in the Government's 
prosecution of the merger in the United States 
Supreme Court, is, assuredly, one of the impres- 
sive and bewildering romances in the age of 
Gargantuan financial achievement. The Tobac- 
co Trust first lisped its baby whispers in the 
year 1890; it was a rather lusty infant, how- 
ever, being baptized in the respectable ‘pat- 
ronymic of Three Million Dollars. It grew, 
though, at such a pace as to make the upspring- 
ing of the green bay tree a sad and discouraging 
process.. 

Now, in the year 1911, the Tobacco Trust, hav- 
ing attained its majority, has a capitalization of 
$400,000,000 and enjoys dividends on that amount. 
Its dominion is the wide, wide world, neatly and 
conveniently parcelled out so as to obliterate the 
least friction of competition and promote the 
maximum of profit. It has no nationality, its 
banner being an emblematic composite of all the 
flags that float in the incense of “My Lady Nic- 
otine.” 

It exacts tribute of all tobacco-addicted human- 
ity, The @niest cigarette cremated in the dainti- 
est boudoir burns to the tempo of the Tobacco 
Trust’s sleepless and implacable profit-making, 
while to the same measure the most belligerent 
cheroot crumbles into ashes and the sturdiest 
pipe makes sacrificial offering to the same ruth- 
less deity. 

In this strikingly vast metamorphosis from 
Three Millions ta 1890 to Four Hundred Millions 
in 1911 not only has the consumer been eh- 
slaved, but the producer has groaned wearily 
under an. oppressive tyranny which has written 
the red chapters of the “Night Riders” in Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and the Ohio border. And this 
incorrigible “little brother of the groonl is only 
21. The Government has manifestly'done well to 
undertake the chastisement of this predatory 
youngster. 
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One reason not yet advanced for abolishing the 
corporation tax is that-the Government can col- 
lect as much revenue as it needs from the Sugar 
Trust. 
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A NEW PUBLICITY DEPARTMENT. 

David Marks & Sons, clothing manufacturers of 
New York, have appended a publicity department 
to their tailor shop. They are not only going 
to cover the outer man with suits and overcoats 
guaranteed not to crack, peel or warp but they 
will take account of the inner wants and cate: 
also to the intellectualities. Article No. 1 from 
this new center of information dealt with the 
business ‘outlook for 1911. It pointed the moral 
that if “halt were called in the extravagance in 
private, business and public expenditures” every- 
body would have more money. 

Encouraged by the profundity of this conclusion 
the publicity department ventured farther out. It 
got in over its head. In Article No. 2 it began to 
converse in type on “community of interests” and 
“service to the consumer” as well as the “steady 
deterioration in worsted suitings for garments to 
sell at popular prices.” From the “necessity for 
using pafticularly good labor and trimmings to 
produce satisfactory garments” it digressed to the 
smaller but still interesting questions of the “in- 
fluence of log-rolling” and how a tariff commis- 
sion should go to work. “The tariff,” says the 
Department of Publicity, “is a question of busi- 
ness, pure and simple.” 

Right here we break company with David Marks 
& Sons, makers of “Horse Shoe” brand clothes. 
It grieves us to fall out but the idea that the 
“tariff is a business proposition, pure and 
simple” is what has raised all the fuss. It is a 
moral.proposition and a political proposition and 
it has been made a business proposition by busi- 
ness control of politics. 

We trust that David Marks & Sons will all 
pause in the: arduous task of “making worsted 
suitings into garments to sell at popular prices” 
to reflect and so come to a realization that if 
business can be taken out of the tariff, the propo- 
sition will be so much simplified that it will not 
obtrude itself again into the realm of major 
issues.

“We are practically defenseless,” says Hudson 
Maxim, “and the arrival of an aerial fleet will 
prove our salvation.” Following this up, he urges 
that every hilltop be crowned with a battery of 
aeroplanes and that all the clever young men be 
trained to fly and drop bombs upon an imaginary 
enemy. “War is a crime,” he adds, “and we ought 
to prepare for it that it cannot come.” 

It is extraordinary how limited is the circula- 
tion of books that might make men wise. For 
example, Mr. Maxim cannot have read H. G. 
Wells’ prophetic romance, “The War in the 
Air,” or he would never have given the advice 
quoted; for Mr. Wells proves, if a writer of ro- 
mances can prove anything, that an aerial war, 
once begun, will be the most disastrous thing 
that ever happened to humanity. 

The reason is obvious. Aerial warfare cannot 
be controlled except by an overwhelming aerial 
force capable of coercing the flying combatants; 
armies engaged in it would probably, despite all 
international law, attack the big cities and seats 
of government—the temptation to do so would 
be extremely great; and these once destroyed, 
the cupidity of other nations, especially of the 
Asiatic race, would be aroused to take part.

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Comparing the old charter with whiskers and 
the new charter with a clean-shaven face, Dr. 
BE. O. Greer at the meeting of the Medical So- 
ciety bemoaned the “flying after new things.”

Senatorial elections, you'll observe, are proceed- 
ing less and less to the tufe of millionaires. 
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STAGE AND DIAMOND.’ 

What is to be done about this tide of base- 
ball immigration that is sweeping engulfingly 
into the domain of Tnespis? Is the stage to be 
ecnquered and held by the diamond luminaries? 
Are these idols to whom we pay homage in the 
good old summer time to hold us in pesennial 
fetters through the medium of vaudeville hiber- 
nation? 

Already the Mathewsvus, Tinkers, Callahans 
and Doc Whites are threavening the terrapin of 
our stage folk. They are usurping the heights 
of profit and prestige which actors have attaine 
only after years of effort und drudgery. They 
come swinging sturdily in from the wings, the 
thin grease-paint disguise 1s quickly penetrated 
by the audience, memories of valorous feats 
when “hope soared high and joy was 
plumed” drift into the sodden air from the un- 
measured green and blue of out-of-doors, and— 
well, they simply get the house. 

That fact is grimly audited in the box office, 
with the result that a baseball reputation is be- 
coming a condition precedent to a vaudeville en- 
gagement. 

“What’s to be done about it? Is the menace 
to be averted or overcome by dignified silence? 
Will recourse to the law or equity avail? Shall 
appeal be made in the honorable name of Art? 
Not by dignity but by deeds shall justice be re- 
stored. There must be retaliation and reprisal. 
Let our actors “break into” baseball.

+ TWIOE-BORN MEN.’ 

The Johns Hopkins Hospital is to aden a 
ward for the treatment of patients afflicted with 
dual or multiple personalities. Acting upon the 
theories of Dr. Simgund Freud, of Vienna, the 
treatment will assume that those suffering from 
nervous diseases are the victims of a discord be- 
tween the conscious and the sub-conscious selves, 
which belong to every man and woman. The ob- 
ject will be to discover the desires and tenden- 
cies of the sub-conscious personality of the pa- 
tient, and then to harmonize his conscious self 
with those tendencies. 

There is really nothing new in this idea. The 
harmonizing of the divided personalities into a 
single-acting individuality is that which is ac- 
complished every day through the agency of re- 
ligious conversion. The late William James 
called attention to this in his interesting work, 
“Some Varieties of Religious Hxperience.” And 
some startling instances of these miracles in 
psychology are described in Harold Begbie’s 
book, just published, entitled “Twice-Born Men.” 
Men @nd women who have descended, year by 
year, into the depths of degradation and despair, 
are suddenly regenerated and restored to strong 
manhood and self-respect. The book is a suf- 
ficient answer to those who think that the day 
of miracles is past. The change usually is in- 
stantaneous, the revolution complete. Prof. 
James defines the process thus: 

To be converted, to be regenerated, to re- 
celve grace, to experience religion, to gain as- 
surance, are #0 many phrases which denote 
the process, gradual or sudden, by which a 
self hitherta divided and consciously wrong, 
inferior and unhappy, become unified and 
consciously right, superior and happy, in con- 
sequence of its firmer hold upon religious 


realities. 
The Johns Hopkins experiment should be pro- 


ductive of much good. It has the sanction of 
religion as well as of modern psychology.

The name of J. P. Morgan does not stand in 
the world for art or artfulness; it does not even 
stand for millions or infallibility; but it does 
stand for integrity. Mr. Morgan’s bluff “No” or 
brusque “’Tisn’t true” is worth more in banking 
circles and in the world of financial journalism 
than columns of explanations from somebody else. 
The single word of J. P. Morgan will sustain 
more weight than that of any other banker in 
the world: This is the largest asget of J. P. 
Morgan. It is what rallies millions around him 
in a reorganization or gives him control of hun- 
dreds of millions to stem a panic. 

After the life insurance investigation and the 
pitiless exposure of Perkins, Mr. Morgan was 
furious. For weeks thereafter he would absent 
himself from his office, and when he came he 
would have no words with Mr. Perkins. Keener 
than a box of razors was the mind of Perkins, 
blunt as an ax was the word of Morgan. Mor- 
gan could fell a forest of falsehood. Perkins 
could carve the sharpest turns, but his carving 
would not wear. Mr. Perkins was right 10 years 
ago. The training of a life insurance solicitor 
had not fitted Mr. Perkins for the banking world. 
Mr. Perkins started at $75,000 a year with. the 
house of Morgan 10-years ago. He is now dropped 
out and Mr..Porter comeg in from the Chemical 
National Bank, starting at $150,000 per annum.

Russian Officials Take Beethoven 
Number on Program for Pro- 
hibited Tolstoy Book.

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 30—A curiots inci- 
dent reported from the’ provinces illustrates how 
deep is the ignorance of Russian officials on 
scme matters, and how bitte? is their hatred of 
even the mere mention of the name of ‘the late 
Count Tolstoy. Provincial life is so dull that 
anything which promises relief is eagerly accept- 
and the arrival of a couple of musicians in a 
provincial town was promptly seized upon by the 
local aristocracy as the basis for the organization 
of a concert at their club. 

In accordance with the law the director of the 
club sent to the police a copy of the program, 
wherein appeared the “Kreutzer Sonata.” 

Across this. the chief of police wrote “Tolstoy 
prohibited.” Wondering what connection the re- 
mark had with their program, the promoters of 
the concert proceeded with their plan. The next 
day the local newspaper said the “Kreutzer 
Sonata” was rendered. 

Seeing this an infuriated chief of police sum- 
moned the directors of the club before the Gov- 
ernor. “How dare you disobey orders?” they were 
asked. “You were told that Tolstoy was pro- 
hibited.” Light dawned upon the concert pro- 
moters, and they quickly explained that the 
“Kreutzer Sonata” on their program had no ref- 
erence to Tolstoy’s book of that title but to a 
musical work by Beethoven. “Everybody knows 
Tolstoy,” snapped the Governor, “but who knows 
your Beethoven?” 

It was only by a telegraphic dunce: to M. Stoly- 
pin, who assured the Governor that there was 
such a person as Beethoven, and that he had writ- 
ten a “Kreutzer Sonata,” that the club officials 
were able to convince the Governor that he had 
jumped to a hasty and wrong conclusion.

LONDON, Jan. 14.—Viscount Gladstone has 
earned considerable unpopularity as Governor- 
General of the South African union by attempting 
to establish there a court on the same lines as 
that at Dublin Castle. This was done at the 
direct suggestion of the late King Edward, who, 
when Lord Gladstone went to pay him a farewell 
visit, told him that he should keep up the state of 
a royal court. ‘Though he is o? a modest disposi- 
tion, Gladstone felt in duty bound to fulfill this 
instruction, much to the astonishment of the 
South Africans, and especially of the Dutch. 

The climax came when Gov.-Gen. Gladstone 
caused it to be known that ladies meeting Lady 
Gladstone should courtesy to her. Prime Minister 
Botha took a humorous view of the situation, bur 
the wives of the other ministers and politicians 
protested to him against the introduction of such 
flunkeyism into the commonwealth and demanded 
that he should place their objection before the 
Viceroy. 

Gen. Botha went to Lord Gladstone and said 
that his wife was quite willing to courtesy to 
Lady Gladstone, but she had not been trained in 
court and was rather stout and stiff—in fact, she 
was “too Dutch built” for such work. 

Lady Gladstone found that all the other ladies 
were also “too Dutch built” to courtesy aad that 
formality was quietly dropped. Gladstone is new 
conducting his public functions in a style more 
in consonance with South African feelings. 

The intention of sending the Duke of Can- 
naught, King Edward's brother, to succeed Earl 
Gray as Viceroy to Canada has been abdand ned 
because the Candians do not care to have a reg- 
ular court established tn the Dominion. If Con- 
naught went there, he would keep up all the for- 
malities of royalty, and it is feared that this 
might produce friction among the Canadians, who 
are thoroughly democratic.

Busoni’s transcriptions for the piano, 
especially of the compositions of Bach, 
have become world famous and one en- 
counters them continually on recital pro- 
grams. 

(Ferruccio Busoni was born at Empoli, 
near Flerence, Italy, in 1866-and- began 
his study of music at the age of 5 
years. ' His father was a clarinetist and 
his mother an expert planist, who ap- 
peared in public with no less an artist 
than Sarasate. 

Under the guidance of his mother, the 
boy advanced rapidly and at the age. of 
T he first appeared in public, playing a 
Mozart concerto with an orchestra. At 
9 he appeared in Vienna and ever since 
has been climbing the ladder of fame. 
The fall of 1894, when he made his first 
appearance in Berlin, really marked the 
beginning of his virtuoso career. Since 
then hé has made his home in Berlin.

that confront America today. The 
solving of these problems is the real 
movement towards democracy. And 
when we have solved them we shall 
have a nation of free men, cities of 
free men, men freed from bondages 
which are enslaving them. The prob- 
lems are the same in practically 
every American city. St. Louis has 
the same problems as Toledo—only 
on a larger scale.” 

“Can the reforms that you have 
carried out in Toledo be carried eut in 
St. Louis?’ I asked, having in mird 
his segregation of vice,. which he has 
accomplished with remarkable success. 





“Certainly,” he declared with con- 
viction. ‘Of course, we cannot abolish 
vice and crime by force. They can 
never be abolished until we understand 
the causes of them and then remove 
the causes. To de this we shall have to 
undertake reforms with which the po-

‘| Hceman and the jailer will have little 


to do. Indeed, the accémplishment ef 
these reforms will do away with po- 
Iicemen and jailers, or at least release 
them from their present duties ef de- 
struction and enable them to perform 
real service for mankind. 

“These reforms should eventually do 
away with these influences in our sys- 
tem which give monopolies and priv- 
lleges to the few and, by denying com- 
mon rights te the many, reduce them to 
a condition ef involuntary peverty. For 
it is involuntary poverty and its direct 
and indirect effects that produce crime, 
and our duty is to make involuntary 
poverty impossible. Te do this we must 
do away with menopoly and with priv- 
ilege;- and this is 4 tremendous task, 
for there are far more monopolies than 
many of us suppose. But with these 
privileges abolished, everyone will have

Abolition of the grade crossing at the 
intersection of Chouteau avenue and 
the Missouri Pacific tracks, with the 
understanding that the city pay all the 
damages to abutting property, is the 
plan which Mayor Kreismann is urging 
“upon members of the Council.

An evening course for social workers 
in the study of children will be inaugu- 
rated Menday, Jan. 23, by the St. Louis 
School of Social Economy, Nineteenth 
and Locust streets. The schoo! is affil- 


iated with Washintgon University. 
The novel evening school is to be con- 


tinued from Jan. 23 to May 1. The 
course of study to be pursued is in- 
tended to prepare persons for paid or 
voluntary work in charitable societies, 
social settlements, institutional 
churches, probation offices, playgrounds 
ete. Dance halls a.nd moving picture 
shows, with relation to their influence 
on children, will be included in the 
curriculum of the school. 

The faculty that will direct the even- 
ing classes under the supervision of 
Thomas J. Riley, director of the school, 
includes many well-known St. Louis 
sociologists.

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“TO RETIRE BUT HE 
CANT STOP WORK) 


W. J. Kinsella Nominally Turns 
Business Over to Sons, but He 
Just Can’t Keep Away. 


STARTED IN AT $10 A WEEK 


Coffee Trade He = Established 
With J. H. Hanley Has Grown 
to Be One of the Largest. 


When William J. Kinsella went 


to deal wholesale in coffee, he took 
& Step toward a more important 
partnership, although he didn’t real- 
ize it at the time. The better half 
of the more important partnership 
was Miss Nellie Hanley, who became 
Mrs. Kinsella. They were married in 
1880. 

Hanley is dead, and Kinsella retired 
last Friday from active management 
of the business in favor of his sons. 
He is now 64 years old, and is taking 
she. first rest he has had since he 
came to the United States from Ire- 
land when he was 21. 

He doesn’t feel comfortable doing 
nothing, that being contrary to the 
habits of a lifetime, and he just can’t 
help hanging around the plant. He 
retains the title of president, and he 
is there, he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday, in an advisory ca- 
pacity. He insists that he isn’t doing 
any work. He is just giving the boys 
the benefit of his long experience. 


Always Willing to Work. 

As a matter of fact, Kinsella’s friencs 
know he wouldn't be happy if he 
weren’t working. They have been ac- 
customed to take advantage of that 
trait of his. Whenever there was a 
committee to raise funds for some pub- 
lic purpose, or to resolve, or view with: 
alarm, or point with pride or do any- 
thing of that sort, Kinsella was ap- 
pointed on it, and the other members 
left whatever work there was to do in 
his hands. He never objected, having 
a hankering for work, and the work 
was invariably well done, so that it 
suited all round. 

The first position William J, Kinsella 
ever had paid $10 a week. That was 
in the closing year of the Civil War, 
when it cost moge to live in New York 
than it does now. Kinsella went to 
work for A. T. Stewart, the dry goods 
man, and it was in this establishment 
that he got his first ideas of business 
methods and the importance of sys- 
tem ‘and industry. 


; Goes to Selling Starch. 
Kinsella didn’t remain a $10-a-week 
clerk long. He was too fond of work. 
After he had been advanced once or 
twice, he took a position with the Os- 
wego Starch Co.,and that was how he 
happened to come to St. Louis. The 
company sent him out here as its wes- 
tern agent, at a salary which enabled 
the industrious young man to put money 
in the bank every week. 

After two years of starch-selling, Kin- 
sella went into partnership with Hanley. 
They rented a three-story building at 
Second and Vine streets with 7000 feet 
of floor space, part of which they had 
no use for, and they began buying cof- 
fee and spice and selline it to merchants 
in St. Louis and towns hereabouts. In 
1878, four years later, they incorporated 
as the Hanley & Kinsella Coffee & 
Spice Co., and the concern is now one 
of the biggest of its kind in the United 
States, using 120,000 square feet of floor 
space in a seven-story building. 


Sons Began at Bottom, 
Kinsella ‘hag three children, two of 
them sons. W. J. Kinsella Jr. became, 
with his father’s nominal retirement, 
the nominal head of the concern, with 
the title of vice-president and general 
manager. He is 29 years old, a gradu- 
ate of Notre Dame University and an 
electrical engineer. The other son ts D. 
L. Kinsella, who is 23 years old, 6 feet 
tall and an athiete. 

‘The sons are practical refutations of 
the libel that the offspring of success- 
ful business men won't work. The sons 
are at the plant as punctually as any 
other employes. They started at the 
bottom with the other clerks, and were 
promoted when they earned profnotion. 
Their father regulated their salary with 
a view to the work they did, and they 
couldn’t complain if he was a strict 
taskmaster, because he worked harder 
than he asked them to. 

, Kinsella, senior, is tall and spare, with 
P white mustache and bushy eyebrows 
overhanging brown eyes with a pleas- 
ant sparkle in them. He is as active 
as a man Of 4. When he was asked as 
to what he attributed his business suc- 
cess, he replied: 

“Work. Industry is what counts in 
business. I think that my industry 
brought me success, and that my ex- 
ample has started my sons In a direc- 
tion such that they also will be suc- 
cessful.”’ 

He has been active in public matters 
and is a director of the Mercantile 
Trust Co. and the Mercantile National 
Bank, a director of the Jefferson Hotel 
Co., a trustee of the Calvary Cemetery 
Association and a member of the New 
Cathedral Board. He is a member of 
the Business Men's League, Manufac- 
turers’ Association, Civic League and 
City Club, and Latin-American Club. 
He is on the Executive Committee of 
the Hospital Saturday and Sunday As- 
sociation and is a member of the Noon- 
day, Mercantile and St. Louis clubs.

KILLS HIMSELF AFTER FAILING 


TO COLLECT MONEY IN GERMANY 


Herman Houser Was in Good 
Spirits Night Previous While

They Declare That the Device 
in Use Is Not an Adequate 
Guard. 





McCULLOCH MAKES REPLY 


He Gives List of 67 Where Fend- 
ers Saved; Opponents Show 
31 Failures. 


The West End Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation, which is conducting a cam- 
paign for more effective street car fen- 
ders, has issued a list of 31 deaths dur- 
ing the year 1910, which it terms the 
“‘Fender Death Roll.” All the deaths. 
according to the Fender Committee of 
the association, were due to street car 
accidents in which the fender failed in 
its life-saving purpose. The report was 
submitted at the weekly meeting of the 
association. 

President McCulloch of the United 
Ratliways Co., when notified of the as- 
sociation’s action, furnished the Post- 
Dispatch with a lst of 67 persons saved 
from death or serious injury by fenders. 
The list was compiled fro mthe reports 
of conductors and motormen, and Capt. 
McCulloch said he thought all the re- 
ports were made during the year 1910. 

The West End Business Men's Asso- 
ciation report is signed by D. PD. 
Holmes, attorney for the association 
and chairman of the Fender Committee. 
It states that mortal fender accidents 
have increased at the rate of 10 a year, 
the record having been 11 for 1908, 21 
for 19099 and 31 for last year. 

Report of. Conumittee. 

“This is not surprising,’’ the report 
says, ‘“‘wheg it is remembered that 
there are no fenders on the cars, but 
only a sia that, though called a fen- 
der, is hot one in the sense that the 
word is used in our city ordinance, and 
that is classed in New York and else- 
where as merely a wheel guard. * * * 
It is impossible to understand. how th's 
so-called fender ever met With the ap- 
proval of the Board of Public Impreve- 
ments.” 

Of the 381 fender victims, six were 
under 14 years of age. The dates of 
injury, as compared with those of 
death, shows that 18 were killed out- 
right, or died on the same day, and 
that 18 lingered for various periods, 
from a day to a week. The list, with 
dates of injury, is as follows:

“HELLO, HELLO GIVE 
ME A CARUSO SOLO”’ 


Webb’s New Device Will Sup- 
ply Masic Over the 
Telephone. 


' NEW YORK, Jan. M.—Fifty financters 
and officers of corporations dining in 
the Waldorf tonight as the guests of 
George R. Webb, the owner of a new 
telephone invention, heard from the cor- 
ners of the room, first a song by Ca- 
ruso, then a deep voice calling out 
trains about to depart, a shrill soprano 
paging guests in a hotel, and again a 
deep bass voice announcing train or- 
ders. 

Mr. Webb, whe organized the Mary- 
land Telephone Co., explained that his 
invention was designed to keep the tele- 
phone busy in dull hours, as the night 
letter now keeps busy the otherwise 
dull hours of the telegraph wire. The 
apparatus he used, small enough to car- 
ry in a coat pocket, reproduced bits of 
opera, popular songs, gave stock quota- 
tions and did other things that a well- 
behaved telephone has not yet learned 
‘to do. 

With Webb's tnvention, if one person 
wants to instruct or deliver a message 
to 50 others, he simply says what he 
has to say into his telephone and at the 
ether end of the wires the telephone 
talks the message witheut intervention 

of an earpiece. At any hour a sub- 
j seriber may call up the exchange and 
ask for any piece of music and then, 
hanging up the receiver, he or she may 
sit down and listen to the melody.

The telegram is as follows: 

The story told *by Butler Ames, 
reported in newspapers, as to the al- 
leged conversation between me, 
Lodge and Newberry about purchase 
of colliers, is a deliberate and out- 
rageous falsehood. I never made 
any such remark and no such _ 
versation ever took place. 

Says “Falsehocd” Is Shocking. 

During the 2% years I have known 
Senator Lodge, he has acted on all 
occasions, and especially on every 
occasion when he has dealt with pub- 
lic matters or matters having any 
connection with the Government's 
behalf, not merely with absolute hen- 
esty, but the highest and most delf- 
cate sense of propriety. I never had 
any talk with him about these ool- 
liers at all.

Ames should invent such an out- 
rageous falsehood about a public 
man of such rigid integrity and 
probity, a falsehood for which there

“T have given to the press this aft- 
ernoon what I believe to be a true 
statement of the facts in connection 
with those colliers.

Foley was born in Ireland and was 
brought to the United States when he 
was a child. He was unable to state 
where his father obtained naturaliza- 
tion papers and had ne evidence of 
the fact that he did ebtain them other 
than that he was lHsted ase ad voter ef 
Cairo itn 1857. 

Foley was an Alderman at Caire in 
1878 at the time of the yellow fever 
epidemic there and was the only mem- 
ber of the City Council to remain in the 
city through that period. The citizens 
of Cairo gave him a gold medal for 
that. From 1879 to 1887 he was City 
Clerk of Cairo and later a police magis- 
trate. For four years he was a clerk 
in the United States revenue office 
there. He removed to Hast St. Louis 
14 years ago and in that time has been 
a candidate for Justice of the Peace 
and twice for nomination to the Legis- 
lature, 

The man for whom Foley appeared as 
a witness was William Sheehy of 1712 
North Twenty-third street. Sheehy’s 
second witness, Thomas C. McAleenan 
of 1928 North Nineteenth street, also 
was disqualified because his naturaliza- 
tion papers showed that he obtained 
them two months before he was 21 years 
old.

St. Louis Pawnbrokers to Testify 
in Embezzlement Case of 
Illinois Jewelry Man. 








Chief of Police Young and Circuit At- 
torney Jones éalled in a number of St. 
Louis pawnbrokers, Saturday, and 
talked with them about the disappear- 
ance of a large amount of jewelry and 
diamonds from an MIlinois jewelry 
company. The pawnbrokers were ques- 
tioned at the conference by representa- 
tives of the County Court at Hi!lsboro, 
and as a result a number of them are 
to go there Monday to testify for the 
State. 

Shelbie O. Harvell, manager of a string 
of jewelry stores in Illinois towns is 


docketed for trial at Hillsboro on an 


embezzlement charge. His case had 
been set for trial several times before, 
but has been continued from time to 
time. 

Disagreed With Stockholders, 

Harvell’s voncern was known as the 
Harvell Jewelry Co. It was an $100,000 
corporation, organized in 1907, and op- 
erated in Litchfield, Mount Vernon, 
Taylorville, Gillespie and Raymond. The 
indictment of Harvell followed disagree- 
ments between him and his stockhold- 
ers. They alleged the concern was miis- 
managed. Their disagreements reached 
the ears of creditors and “failure to 
meet obligations, coupled with internal 
dissension, cast the concern in the bank- 
ruptcy court. 

An inventory of the cencern’s stock 
revealed that large amounts of dia- 
monds and jewelry were not accounted 
for. Harvell denied all knowledge of 
how they disappeared. After passing 
through bankruptcy the concern paid 
about 15 cents on the dollar. 


Grew From Smal Business, 

When the case is called Monday it is 
believed witnesses will be produced in 
Hillsboro to show that much of ths 
missing jewelry found its way into St. 
Louis pawnshops. 

The Harvell jewelry corporation grew 
out of a small business established in 
Litchfield by Jacob Harvell and his son 
Shelbie, 12 years ago. 

At first the store Gonsisted of a smal) 
space rented in the corner of a gen- 
eral country store. It thrived and in a 
comparatively few years moved into 
its own quarters. Later, a larger store 
was obtained and the Harvell concern 
was regarded as one of the largest jew- 
elry houses in Central [llinois. This 
store became the headquarters of the 
corporation, which extended its business 
to other ITlinois tewns. Stockholders 
of the concern operated the branch 
stores and it was generally believed 
the company was doing well. until it 
failed in 1908. It was said at the time 
that the panic which extended into 198 
had seriously attected the business of 
the concern. 

J. R. Paisley of Litchfield and Miss 
Lulu McPherson are said to have been 
steckholders in the defunct corpora- 
tion.

FOR A PRISONER 


Three Commonwealths Vie to 
Extradite Man Charged With 
Swindling Lumber Firms. 





Three states wanted to get hold of 
Ww. A. Ford and his wife, but Louisiana 
was 12 hours ahead of all competitors 
Ford is in: jail in East St. Louis, ac- 
cused of lumber swindles, by the use 
of forged bills of lading amounting to 


theusands of dollars. 

The charge under which Ford will be 
is filed in Shreveport, La., 
and em- 
bezzlement. St. Louis lumbermen were 
disappointed. They wanted te try him 
here. : 

Louisiana, Texas and Missouri were 
the scenes of Ford's lumber operations. 
He is accused of using four aliases—G. 
M. Rodgers, D. C. Cates, W. L. Gates 
ni W. L. Henderson. He owned a 

mall portable sawmill and called it the 
maa Lumber & Timber Co, and the 
Cates Timber & Lumber Co. 

A weelk ago the Masters Lumber Co. 
of St. Louis gave Ford a check for 
200 for lumber which, according to its 
eemplaint to Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Shaner, it did not receive. It is charged 
that Ford displayed false bills ef lad- 
ing and obtained Money on them, in 
accordance with the custom of dealers 
of advancing 80 per cent of the value of 
a shipment on the strength of the bill 
of jacding. 

After receiving a telegram from Chief 
ef Police Lucar of Shreveport, Chief 
Purdy of East St. essigned men 
o watch the postoffice and they saw 
Mrs. -Ford call for mai! in the name of 
Henderson. (They followed her “home 
and waited until her husband appeared. 
Then the arrests were rnade. 

Ford denied that he was guilty of 
wrongdoing, and said he would “not 
resist extradition to any of the three 
states in which he is accused. He is & 
years old and his wife is 24. 

The Shreveport telegram accused Mrs. 
Ford of assisting her husband in his 
fergeries of bills of lading. 


FOURTH HUSBAND LIKE FIRST 
AND 3 SONS, TAKES ACID 


Wife Watching at Hospital Bed- 
side but John Huber Is Not 
Expected to Live. 


Mrs. Frieda Huber at the City Hos- 
pital yesterday watched at the bed- 
side of her fourth husband, John 
Huber, who took carbolic acid in an 
effort to end his life as did Mrs. 
Huber’s first husband and her three 
sons. He died at 7 p. m. 

Four times in the last nine years 
has the tragedy of suicide crossed 
Mrs. Huber’s path. 

Nine years ago Mrs. Huber’s first 
husband committed suicide by drink- 
ing carbolic acid. His body was found 
near Jefferson Barracks. 

Her son Edward drank carbolic acid 
at the Pleasant street home. Less 
than a year later another son, Al- 
bert, took the same poison and died. 
The surviving brother killed himself 
through the same agency in Holy 
Trinity Cemetery. 

Her second husband, Fred Bruning, 
fell downstairs and his neck was 
broken.” Her third husband was 
named Laumann. They were married 
a short time after Laumann’s wife 
was found dead in a field. Mrs.

power to confirm usually means the 
power te control, the appointment of 
some fifteen hundred and twenty r.inor 
subordinates, and through his direct ap- 
pointments can dictate the appeintment 
of some seven or eight thousand city 
employes. 

Mayer's Power Obvious. 
~The pewer of the Mayor te build up 
a tremendeus personal or political ma- 
chine under the old charter is obvieus. 
Under the new charter, the Mayor 
makes but 80 direct appointments, and 
the great body of city employes come 
under the civil service rules, thus de- 
priving the Mayor of practically his 
entire patronage. 

“The primary purpese of the civil 
service system is to make personal 
merit and fitness the qualificatien fer 
entering the public service, rather than 
political influence. If political patron- 
age is taken. away from the ward pol- 
itician, the character of the public serv- 
ice will be elevated, and every influ- 
ence in political life will be purified. 

“The far-reaching effects of the con- 
trol of patronage can hardly be esti- 
mated, even by the mest experienced 
politician. It influences not enly the 
actions, but even the selection of public 
officials, from the lowest to the high- 
est. I have not the feeling against the 
so-called politician and office-holder that 
perhaps many of these present have. I 
knew from actual experience that the 
great majority of them are as honest 
and industrieus as men in private life. 

Civil Service Variation, 

“But I do regard the control which 
the political leader has ever the posi- 
tions, and thus over the livelfhood ef 
public officials, as one of the most per- 
nicigus influences in our public life te- 
day. Happily, this influence is rapidly 
decreasing, due partly to awakened pub- 
lic sentiment, partly to the spread of 
the civil service idea. — 

‘The organization of the Civil Service 
Commissien propesed is an interesting 
variation from the plan usually adopt- 
ed. A criticism directed against the 
organization of most civil service com- 
missions is that the members do not 
have practical knowledge of the require- 
ments of the positions to be filled. This 
ebjection is met in the plan proposed 
by the board, by which two members 
only are to be appointed by the Mayor, 
the third member being assigned to the 
work, frem time to time, by the Board 
of Public Improvements. 

Operation Is Called Simple. 

“For example: When examinatiens to 
tul engineering positions are held, the 
board may assign an engineer to sit 
en the commission, giving, it the ben- 
efit of his technical knowledge; the two 
members appointed by the Mayor must 


| be of oppesite political affiliations, and 
=i their appointments are to be made, one 


at the beginning and the other at the 


| miadle of his term. The operation of 


the system is simple. 

“The commission will prepare by ex- 
aminatiens an eligible list,,in the va- 
rious grades of the service, and will 
certify to the head of the department 
in which a vacancy occurs the three 
names standing highest on the list, of 
which he must select ene. In erder to 
avoid the creation of life positions for 
those who may prove incompetent, but 
against whem no specific charge can be 
brought, and to make abselute the re- 
sponsibility of the head of Thé& &part- 
ment for the conduct ef his office, he 
is given the power of removing all sub- 


in the manner prescribed. This takes 
away the incentive for wholesale re- 
movals, while providing methed ef dis- 
missing incempetents. 

Mayer's Responsibiitty. 

“The board feels that these provisions 
will not only elevate the character of 
the pelitical service, but will ge far to- 
wards destroying the pernicious influ- 
ence now exerted by the political leader. 

“While the political power of the 
Mayer is thus greatly decreased, his re- 
sponsibility for the administrative busi- 
ness of the city is made mere definite. 
He is given absolute power over the 
appointment of the heads of depart- 
ments; the confirmation ef the Council 
not being required. It is argued that 
this vests too great a power in one 
man, and #he example of the United 
States Senate in cpnfirming the appoint- 
ments of the President is cited. 

"The analogy is not a happy one 
for the argument. In the nation, 
with its. vast ‘territory, tremendous 
population and varied interests, it 
would be impossible for a President 
to know the qualifications of candi- 
dates from all the states in the 
Union. 

Information for Mayer. 

“In the very nature of the case he | 
must rely for information on someone 
from the same district as the candi- 
date, and naturally the senators from 
that state are consulted,

Dr. William Preston Hill, chairman 

of the People’s League, and Dwight 
F. Davis, vice-chairman of the Board 
of Freeholders, spoke on the proposed 
new city charter at the City Club 
luncheon yesterday. Dr. Hill spoke 
against the charter ang Davis spoke 
for it. Dr. Hill’s objections to the 
charter, summarized, are: 
_ It concentrates tremendous power 
in the mayor: (1) By giving him 
pewer without confirmation of the 
Council to appoint the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, Board of Health 
and Health Commissioners, Hospital 
Board, Police Judges, Commissioner 
of Supplies, Commtssionéer of Chari- 
tiles ang Correction, Cnlef of Fire De- 
partment, Chief ef Police Depart- 
ment when the law permits it, Res- 
ister, Marshal, Treasurer, City Coun- 
selor and two members of the Civil 
Service Commission. 

(2) By giving him power to remove, 
without trial any officer he appoints. 

Dr. Hill contended that a mayor 
inclinead to use his power would not 
be hampered by the Civil Service 
Commission, and insisted that the 
mayor could remove his commission- 
ers, regardless of the provision giv- 
ing the Council power to remove 
them. He insisteq that commission- 
ers appointed by the Mayor would 
yield to his dictation in recommend- 
ing applicants for appointment. 

Too Much Power for B. P. I. 

He complained that the charter 
grants too much power to the Board 
of Public Improvements by giving it 
authority to order the construction 
or reconstruction of sidewalks, sew- 
ers and other public !tmprevements. 
He said the property owners had no 
discretion when the board saw fit to 
order these improvements. 

Dr. Hill also declared that ff the 
Council delegated the power to the 
board it could issue permits equivalent 
to franchises for the private use of 
any street. He said that granting 
permits and franchises was a legisila- 
tive. function that should never be 
entrusted to an administrative board, 
particularly one not elected by the 
people. 

The provision requiring the board to 
report te the Counefl on franchise bills, 
he also condemned. 

He complained because the fmitiative 
was not embodied in the oharter and 
declared that the referendum, as ap- 
plied to franchises, and the recall were 
made ineffective. He opposed the abol- 
ition of the House of Delegates, at least 
until a workable initiative and refer- 
endum is adepted. 

Dr. Hill made an. objection to the 
pewer granted the Council to issue bonds 
on public utilities owned and operated 
by the city. 

“In plain language,” he said, “the 
Council will be able to borrow money 
en any public utility and put up that 
Feber as a pledge to secure the pay- 





ment ef the mortgage, and this with- 
out the consent of the peeple. » 
Praises Post-Dispatch, 

T will not go so far as seme of my 
zealous friends and say that under that 
provision we might lese some of our 
public utilities, because I de not be- 
lieve that public opinion, and eur geod 
friend, the Post-Dispatch, would per- 
mit it, but ft is conceivable that such 
a provision might be used otherwise 
than intended by its pewers.

Henry Phipps, Steel Millionaire, 
Establishes Fund to Aid 
Psychoanalysis. 


FOLLOWS FREUD THEORY 
Prominent Specialists Will Re- 


move to Baltimore to Take 
Charge of the Clinic. 





Special! to the Post Dispatch. 
BALTIMORE, Jan. 14.—Based on the 


theory that all nervous diseases are a 


product of the discord of two personal- 
ities, the conscious and the unconscious, 
which belong to every human being, a 
corps of physicians will soon establish 
at Johns Hopkins Hospitah, this city, a 
clinic for the treatment of such dis- 
eases by methods hitherto untried on 
this side of the Atlantic. 

This has been made possible by the 
gift of $500,000 by Henry Phipps for that 
purpose. The New York physicians who 
will take up their residence in Balti- 
more and devote themselves to the work’ 
are Dr. Adolf Meyer of the State Path- 
ological Institute on Ward's Island, Dr. 
Trigant Burrow, Dr. A. A. Brill and 
Dr. August Hoch. Other physicians 
who will come to Johns Hopkins to en- 
gage in the work are Dr. Ernest Jones 
of Toronto and Prof. J. J. Putnam of 


: Harvard, : 


About two years"ago Mr. Phipps, hav- 
ing become interested in the study of 
nervous diseases, decided to give some 
institution the money to establish a 
clinic, and he picked out Johns Hop- 
kins because of the work Dr. Llewellin 
F. Barker was doing at that time in 
the study of nervous diseases. So he 
sent the trustees of the hospital a 
check for $250,000, with instructions con- 
cerning what he wanted done. A little 
more than $150,000 of this money was 
used to erect a building and in equip- 
ping it. 

Duplicates His First Gift. 
Recently Mr, Phipps came to Balti- 
more to inspect the equipment, with the 
result that he gave the trustees a check 
for $250,000 more for the maintenance of 
the institution. He has hinted to tho 
trustees that as the work of the institu- 
tion grows he will still further endow it. 
As the result of the generosity of the 
steel millionaire, the clinic in complete: 
ness of equipment will be without a 
parallel, and it is expected that it wil' 
materially alter the method of treat- 
ment of nervousness, an affection so 
common. in this country that it has 
come to be known among physicians as 
“the American disease.”’ 

It has long been asserted by phys!- 
cians that every person has the two 
personalities referred to—the conscious? 
and .the unconscious. Upon this hy- 
pothesis is based what is regarded as ¢ 
révolutionary method in the treatment 
of nervous diseases which was con 


trouble “silently steals away.” 

Dr. Burrow was asked ff he would 
endeavor to force the conscious per~- 
sonality to supply to the unconscious 
the wishes it might manifest in the 
glories of an opium dream. He re- 
plied that the dreams treated by. him 
would be natural dreams, as much as 
such_things were possible. No drugs: 
or, artificial stimulants are to. be 
used, but the dreams analyzed are to 
be those which will reveal the cause 
of the patient's state of nervousness. 

“A most remarkable circumstance 
disclosed in such investigation,”’. he 
sald, “is that persons entirely difter- 
ent in outward appearances, or in 
conscious personalities, are exactly 
alike in unconscious personalities. 
Often one hears the remark, ‘I do 
not see how that couple get along 
80 Well, they are so entirely differ- 
ent.’ The agreement is the result of 
the similanity of their unconscious 
personalitiés Perhaps Kipling had 
this in mind when he said: ‘For the 
Colonel’s lady ang Judy O’Grady are 
Sisters under the skin.’

“Another remarkable feature in 
the treatment is the discovery that 
the unconscious personality often 
holds ideas obtained from associations 
of years back, which the conscioug 
personality has dropped into the ob- 
livion of forgetfulness, and the ef- 
fect of which had produced discord 
with its fellow personality. 

“For instance, a man found that he 
had an abhorrence of all other men that 
were tall and dark. He could not ex- 
plain this. When put under treatment 
it was revealed that tn his childhood, 3s 
years previous, he had been insulted by

ened in the dark when but a child.* The 
life of infantile impressions is most last- 
ing. 

“The expression, ‘to make @ clean 
breast of it,’ is régarded as an excel- 
lent illustration of the working of the 
two personaliti¢s, When one is in the 
wrong, when he confesses, the whole 
matter is wiped out, but where he says 
nothing the unconscious personality will 
remember ‘and perhaps long after a 
state of worry and unrest may be 
traced to the Nemesis-like unconscious 
personality recalling the wrong and ask- 
ing for its adjustment. 
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ceived by Dr. Sigmund Freud of Vienna 
Dr. Freud states his belief that one per- 
sonality exists in a sphere of activity 
distinct from that of the other. In ev- 
eryday life he is convinced that one per- 
sonality is ignorant of the workings of 
the other, yet both affect. the mind of 
the individual. When the conscious per: 
sonality wishes for, or hopes for, any- 
thing, the mind knows it at once ana 
the wish or hope is at once satisfied, but 
when the unconscious personality has . 
desire the mind knows nothing of it and 
there results the involuntary spirit ot 
unrest known as nervousness. 

Calls Treatment “Soul Analysis.” 
Among the scientists working upon 
this theory it is an axiom that “every 
state of nervousness denotes something 
lacking by the unconscious personality, 
and it is to raise this boycott upon the 
unconscious personality that Dr. Freud 
has been working for and he believes 
the removal of the discord will resuk 
fn the relief of the nervousnegs. Com 
sequently he has adopted a methed of 
treatment which he calls psychoanaly- 
sis or ‘‘soul analysis.” 

Psychoanalysis will be practiceds at 
the new Phipps clinic by Dr. Burrow, 
who has been studying in Vienna for 
several years under Dr. Jung of Zurich, 
Switzerland, an authority in the same 
line. | 

The treatment aims at the unification 
of personality. Knowing the wishes 
and wants of the conscious personality, 
as derived from the conversation of the 
patient, there remains to be ascer- 
tained the wishes and wants of the un- 
conscious personality. Dr. Burrow, the 
new director. of the clinic, holds that 
when one is asleep the conscious per- 
sonality ts at the rest and the uncon- 
scious is predominant. Hence dreams 
are the unnatural interpretation of the 
repressed ideas of the unconscious per- 
sonality and ‘“‘dream analysis’’ is the 
chief method employed in phychoanal- 
ysis. The principle of this school of 
treatment is that “‘there lurks in every 
dream, often disguised, a repressed 
wish for fulfillment of. the unconscious 
personality.”’ 

Patient Must Report Dreams. 
The patient goes to sleep under 
conditions. as nearly as possible 
natural, and if he be affilcted with 
nervousness, the physicians say, he 
will dream. When he again reaches 
the waking state he is told by the 
physician to close his eyes to shut 
out the suggestions of the surround- 
ing world and to tell what ideas have 
come to him from his unconscious 
personality while the customary 
stronger personality has been at rest.

CHICAGO, Jan. 14—Golf players of 
the United States may go right on 
playing with clubs as they see fit. 
The United States Golf Association at 
its annual meeting here tonight adopted 
a resolution which received the approv- 
al of a large proportion of the members, 
failing to upheld the ban of the Royal 
and Ancient Club of St. Andrew's, Scot- 
land, barring the single shafted stick 
known as the Schenectady putter. 

The resolution, which was adopted at 
the meeting, held the form and make of 
a golf club sheuld not be a matter of 
rules in this country and that no club 
except real mallets should be barred 
from American greens. 

The question of,approving or dis- 
agreeing with the St. Andrew's ruling 
was the chief one considered. A senti- 
ment frequently expressed prier to the 
meeting was that numerous members, 
notably several Eastern clubs, would 
withdraw frem the association should 
the body vete to uphold the St. An- 
drew’s rule. Despite this feeling, the 
meeting was conducted with harmony.

Athletic Meet Twice 
a Month Is Athlete’s 
Plan to Redeem City 





St. Louls will soon shake off its 
athletic sloth, if the plans of Frank 
Millhouse, the sturdy distance run- 
ner who won fame for himself and 


the Central Y. M. C. A in many com- 
petitions here, bear the fruit they 
deserve. 

Millhouse is in revolt against the 
decay of track sports in this city. 
He c&lis attention to the fact that 
but three outdoor meets were held 
here last year,’ and to this fact he at- 
tributes the low standing of the 
athletes of this city when in compe- 
tition with those of other localities. 

Millhouse has a plan to assure to 
St. Louis one athletic meet every two 
weeks, from May to October inclusive, 
and he thinks that by the competition 
afforded thereby the local men should 
show vast improvement. 

Millhouse offers to put up $15 and 
will try to obtain the signatures of 
99 other local sport lovers to do the 
same thing, so that a fund of $1500 
can be raised. Speaking of the plan 
Mr. Millhouse said Saturday: 

Here’s the Millhouse Pian. 

“This climate admits of six months 
outdoor track athletics. You can 
obtain prizes and pay all the ex- 
penses of a meet for about $125. Or 
in os6her words, for $1500 you can hold 
a meet every two weeks through the 
entire outdoor season. This, too,, is 
supposing that every meet is a total 
financial loss. 

“Of course the program advertising 
would make some return and there 
would of necessity be some paid ad- 
missions so that this figure could be 
cut down. The paid admissions would 
increase with each meet as the popu- 
larity of the game improved. 

“T’m not a rich man, by any means, 
but I'm willigg to start the ball roll- 
ing with a contribution. There are 
easily 100 enthusiasts in the city 
such as Eddie Lee, Harry Kiener, Bob 
Leacock, Charley Senter, Gwynne 
Evans and others who should come 
forward to support this plan, and I 
feel sure we can put it through. The 
A. A. U. will help, as perhaps will 
the sporting goods houses, the Million 
Population Club and business houses.

Kern will enter the Senate. as a 
Bryan Democrat. He is an enthusi- 
astic follower of the Nebraskan, hav- 
ing been his chief advocate in Indi- 
ana for many years.

Coming of Corps to Write Up 
Ohio County Arouses Dis- 
franchised Ballot Abusers. 


2500 MEN ARE INDICTED 


Not a Voter Left in One District 
and Women Will Control 
Next School Election. 


WEST UNION, O., Jaw. 14.~—Though 
the voters of Adams County are plead- 
ing guilty in droves to selling their 
ballots and don’t seem to mind it very 
much, the repert that a lot of special 
writers for magazines are here to 
“muckrake” and tell how bad Adams 


County is has caused a storm of pro- 
test. Some of the more indignant citi- 
zens threaten ‘to adorn with a coat of 
tar and feathers any magazine writer 
who may come here to depict the de- 
pravity of the county. They are getting 
tired of their notoriety. 

Citizens of Butler County, O., think 
they need a general house cleaning 
such as Adams County is getting and 
have announced, after visiting here, that 
they will report the matter to Gov. 
Harmon and ask him to make an inves- 
tigation. 

Judge Blair has no intention of let- 
ting the grand jury go and calling 
for anothér, because men qualified to 
sit on a grand jury are getting very 
scarce and it would require some tire 
to select 15 men not identified in one 
way or another with vote marketing. 
The indictments already approximate 
254) and 1600 have confessed. 

The Billtown School District {s now 
an Adamless Eden politically. Every 
man in the district has been disfran- 
chised and the next election will be 
controlled without question by the wom- 
en, to whom the right to vote at school 
elections is granted. They propose to 
elect three of their own sex as trustees 
and they also suggest changing the 
name from Billtown to Wilhelminaville 
to harmonize. with the new conditions. 

Five farmers who declined to come to 
court when sent for have been brought 
in by the Sheriff and in addition to the 
customary fine and five-year disfran- 
chisement a sentence of six months in 
the workhouse was given. This stopped 
a growing disposition to ignore the man- 
dates of the court and, since then, a 
farmer notified that Judge Blair would 
like to see him, comes in on a trot and 
does not linger around town before re- 
porting to the Judge. 

The low limit on ages is, of course, 21, 
no young men of the county having 
been found who peddled their votes be- 
fore reaching that age. The high limit 
is 84 years, and is held by William 
Groom, the wealthiest farmer in Adams 
County. He refused to come into court 
when sent for, and the Sheriff had to 
go after him. He was fined $500, of 
which $300 was remitted. The Judge told 
him that a workhouse sentence would 
have been given him except for his age. 

Fails to Get Best Price. 

It did not develop until Groom was 
brought in what was really hurting him. 
He had been selling his vote regularly 
for 35 years and didn’t try to deny it. 
During this time he had been taking the 
same old price, $2, and felt satisfied. 
Since this investigation started the old 
man talked the matter over with his 
neighbors and found he had been sell- 
ing his vote cheaper than anyone else 
in the neighborhood, and that the price 
of votes had gone up sky-high without 
his discovering it. When he found that 
one of his tenants had been paid $25 
last fall for his vote, while he had re- 
ceived only $2, the old man was so cha- 
grinned he did not want to come into 
court and confess. 


There is no poorer county in Ohio 
than Adams. The soil never was highly 
productive and generations of misman- 
agement has reduced it to a low degree 
of utility, and its population’s prosperity 
has descended in proportion.

He has also caught six 
preachers.

U.S. a. Bonds. 
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GUTTON MOVEMENT 
NEAVY INCREASE 
OVER LAST YEAR}: 


Trade Believes Little Is Left in 
First Hands to Be Brought 
to Market. 


The cotton - movement continues 
heavy. In the past seven weeks the 
amount brought into sight has ex- 
ceeded the like period last year by 
1,337,000 bales. Though in view of 
comparatively heavy ginning returns 
it would seem that this enormous 
marketing movement was a thing to 
be expected, nevertheless it seems to 
have an unfavorable effect upon the 
market. Advices all agree that the 
amoynt remaining to be sold is al- 
most nothing in comparison to for- 
mer years. 

The Department of Agriculture's re- 
port of cotton ginned from Dec. 13 to 
Jan. 1, issued at the opening of the mar- 
ket op Tuesday placed the number of 
bales at 388,955, making the total gin- 
ning to Jan. 1, to be 11,087,004 Two 
weeks before the report would have 
been pronounced very bearish. At that 
time the trade expected a perpendicular 
falling off In the amount ginned. 

A week later the heavy private ginning 
reports attracted the attention of the 
trade. It was pointed out that about 
250,000 bales or so threshed cotton—cot- 
ton ginned from partly opened bolls 
through the use of a threshing machine 
or cotton separator—would begin to 
show in this report. The result was 
that the trade anticipated a ginning re- 
port for the period of about 450,000 bales. 


Rain Needed in Texans. 

Recent reports from Texas state 
that more rain is needed in many sec- 
tions. It seems that the precipita- 
tion of a week or ten days ago was 
not as general as reported. A Gov- 
ermment report makes the. average 
rainfall in Texas from Sept. 1 to Dec. 
$1, 1910, 6.26 inches, From 1901 to 
1909, during the same period, the 
precipitation was as follows: 7.76, 
16.06, 6.42, 9.98, 12.16, 10.17, 14.41, 6.40, 
It will be noted that the 6.26 
inches this year follows two compar- 
atively dry years.

Who the dig shorts are, is not as 
openly known, as who the big bull is, 
but rumor has it that “the man from 
Manchester,” is among them. If this 
proves true, the speculative wheat mar- 
ket has some interesting times ahead 
of it. 

There is no market like a Patten 
market, and with Armour on the other 
side, the fur will fly before the May 
option closes. 

Every interview of Patten’s given out 
during the winter has been bearish, 
and advanced statistical reasons why 
wheat should decline. As late as Jan. 
8 in the annual financial supplement 
of the New York Times, appears & 
most bearish forecast.

Where there is s0 
much bear smoke, there must be some 
bear fire, hence, the origin of the rumor 
that Patten has at last been caught on 
the selling side of the market.

The spread of knowledge in the last 10 years has enabled many 
persons to diagnose appendicitis, for instance, without the ald of a 
physician. If a man has acute pains in his lower right side and vom- 
its. he is likely to know what ails him and seek the advice of a 
surgeon. The patient is thus convinced that he should seek a doctor 
before dangerous toxic concitions result. The operation in such cases 
is practically safe. 

Common-sense instruction of the laity will prevent many trage- 
dies of disease. For example, it will be taught that an intestinal ob- 
struction is identical in mechanics to an obstruction in plumbing. A 
plumber who does not remove an obstruction which floods a sink with 
stagnant water should be sent to the lunatic asylum. Simila ty guilty 
is a physician who applies lotions and douches to an intestinal ob- 
struction instead of removing it. 

With the simile of the plumber in mind, the people will not wait 
before applying for treatment until their bodies are poisoned. 

Among the improvements this century will witness are a_ better 
knowledge of living pathology and more accurate methods of diag- 
nosis.
